NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—(?)—Raked 
by a fierce fire which followed a series 
of explosions in her hold just after 
her 349 passengers had been dis- 


charged, the North German Lloyd 
liner Muenchen tonight lay wrecked 
at her pier. 

Her stern, buried in the mud of the 
river, prodded dangerously close to the 
Hudson river tubes leading to New 
Jersey, causing the closing df the tun- 
nels to traffic and forcing thousands 
ef commuters*to wend their way Jer- 
seyward by devious routes. 

The Muenthen was tied to Pier 42 
in the Hudson river at the foot of 
Morton street when the fire, of as 
yet undetermined origin, was discov- 
ered in the aft hold No. 6 in which 
was stored nitrate of potash and var- 
nish. 

Damage 3 to 6 Millions. 

The blaze, the most disastrous ma- 
rine fire in the harbor in 30 years, 
claimed two lives and injured seven 
before it was finally brought under 
control. Damage to the ship and car- 
go was estimated at from $3,000,000 
to $6,000,000. : 

Firemen fought the flames with 
caution owing to the danger of addi- 
tional explosions in the cargo of ni- 
trate of potash and varnish stored in 
the liner’s hold. 

Spontaneous combustion in these 
stores was blamed by firemen as the 
cause of the blaze and the same cargo, 
of a highly inflammable and explosive 
nature, also was blamed for the ter- 
rific blasts which ripped up the 
Muenchen’s deck plates, twisted her 
railings and funnels and littered her 
decks with debris. 

The second of the blasts blew sev- 
eral of the crew of the fire tug Thomas 
Willett into the river, resulting in the 
drowning of John Harvel, 48, pilot 
of the tug. ‘The other firemen were 
saved but four were taken to the hos- 
pital suffering from submersion. 

Windows Break Blocks Away. 

The Thomas Willett’s water towers 


were put out of commission by the 
force of the explosion.

Parley Agrees To Sub- 
ject Submersibles to Sur- 
face Warfare Rules.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—(UN) History 
was made at the five-power naval 
conference today. Several hours aft- 
er a plenary session, devoted to dis- 
cussion of submarines, Secretary of 
Stimson announced 
that the powers had agreed definite- 
ly to subject submarines to’ all rules 
governing surface warship operations 
against merchant vessels. 
It was inferred that Britain and 
the United States would not press 
their fight to abolish submarines at

The chief American delegate ap- 
peared jrbilant over the decision to 
restrict submarine warfare. So far 
as known, it was the first five-pow- 
er agreement reached at the confer- 
ence, which opened three weeks ago.

Meanwhile, the British spokesman 
said there was no possibility of anoth- 
er plenary session “not before Fri- 
day,” to discuss the method by which 
naval tonnage shall be apportioned 
to the five powers. 

Table Drawn. 

A committee of experts appointed 
to lay the groundwork ior submis- 
sion to the committee of the whole 
tomorrow, was reported to have draft- 
ed a blank tonnage table without 
figures. 

The table divides warcraft into the 
following six classes: Battleships, 
aircraft carriers; 8-inch gun cruisers; 
cruisers with 6-inch and smaller guns; 
destroyers; submarines. Allowance 
is made to merge the small cruiser 
and destroyer classes in the cases of 
France and Italy, so as to give those 
smaller powers greater fluidity in ar- 
ranging their fleets. 

The table provides spaces to be 
filled in by non-conference powers 
if they wish to join the agreement 
later. ‘This provision permits the ta- 
ble to be incorporated in the League 
of Nations’ disarmament plan. 

As a further step in settling the 
tonnage dispute, Premier Andre Tar- 
dieu and Foreign Minister Aristide 
Briand, of France, visited Premier 
J. Ramsay MacDonald at the house 
of commons late today. ‘They were 
said to have set forth their tonnage 
requirements at, 800, tons, which 
would mean that France intends to 
carry to completion its present naval 
program ending in 1942. 

Long Session. 

Today’s plenary session lasted near- 
ly two hours. It saw America and 
England fighting for submarine abo- 
lition or at least strict limitation and 
regulation. It saw the British do- 
minions accept this viewpoint ‘“‘in 
principle.” It saw Italy adopt the 
principle of abolition provided all oth- 
er nations did so and if the larger 
powers reduced their surface fleets 
accordingly. 

It found France and Japan stout- 
ly opposing abolition but joining th« 
others in a wish to “humanize” sub- 
marine warfare. 

Albert V. Alexander, first lord 
of the British admiralty, opened the 
discussion. He said submarines should 
be abolished in the interests of hu- 
manity, because they were primarily 
an offensive weapon, because their 
elimination would contribute to ° 
armament and peace, and because 
they were costly in money and lives. 
He pointed out that since 1928 more 
than 570 men had lost their lives ‘on 
su rines of the five powers. 

Failing of abolition, the British 
were prepared to accept the lowest 
possible limits that could be - 
ed in both numbers and size of sub- 
marines, he said, and ony that the 
most definite restrictions be placed on 
such ships as commerce destroyers.

Mr. Preacher was in conference with 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale during the aft- 
ernoon and the latter was of the opin- 
ion that every effort should be made 
to move as soon as possible in order 
that the borough may begin collecting 
the $3,333 monthly rental for the site 
of the present city hall from the Car- 
ling Hotel Company, Ine. 

Week’s Work Needed. 

Correction of electrical installations 
can be completed in less than a week, 
Mr. Preacher believes. He explained 
that some of the circuits were not 
pulled properly and that some of the 
conduits were overloaded. The con- 
duits, however, are in the building and 
the wiring can be repulled rapidly, it 
was said, 

If the new structure is accepted 
Monday by council, the municipal gov- 
ernment will be moved into it begin- 
} ning February 22, according to pres- 


tent plans. 


Members of the insurance commit- | 
tee of council Tuesday afternoon 
voted to recommend that the borough 
insure the new building for $125,000, 
the policies to be divided on ‘a pro 
rata basis between firms operating in 
Atlanta. 

Hendricks’ Letter. 

Téxt of Mr. Hendricks’ letter, which 
accompanied his detailed report to the 
mayor, follows: 

“T herewith hand you detail report 
of conditions that we found pertain- 
ing to the wiring installations in the 
new Atlanta City Hall building. 

“On Wednesday, February 5, 1930, 
I went to the city clerk’s office and 
requested the resolution that was 
passed by general council at its reg- 
ular meeting of February 3, 1930. Mr. 
McLain, of the city clerk’s office, de- 
livered the above mentioned resolution 
to my office before 9 o'clock, and I 
immediately telephoned Mr. Schofield, 
of the architect’s office, and the office 
of the National Construction Com- 
pany, that I was leaving in a few 
minutes to commence a minute inspec- 
—_ of the wiring in the new city 

a 

“Mr. Sweet and Mr. Jones, of the 
National Construction Company, also 
Mr. Schofield, of the architect’s office, 
and Mr. Bradford, of the Electro Con- 
struction Company, met Mr. Stroud 
of this department and myself at the 
new city hall building at 9:35 the 
same morning. We started our in- 
spection on the fourteenth floor .and 
found deficiencies as per list attached. 
You will note some of these are in 
violation of the Atlanta electrical or- 
dinances, others in violation of the 
national electrical code and in quite 
a number of cases the plans and speci- 
fications were not followed. 

“At the present writing we have 
not finished the minute inspection as 
prescribed in general council's resolu- 
tion but we have been very diligent 
in our efforts. There is a considerable 
amount of detail to be carried out 
such as the testing of all the circuits 
for the electrical defects, and the 
checking up as to the amount of load 
that is connected to the different cir- 
cuits throughout the building. 

“We have checked for mechanical 
defects from the fourteenth floor 
down to and including the second 
floor, with the exception of the space 
which will be occupied by the council 
chamber. We then directed our efforts 
to the ground floor space, and after 
proceeding as far as we could with 
this part of the inspection we made 
an attempt to check out the stairway 
lighting which commences at the sec- 
ond floor level, which consumed the 
rest of the day. 

“Practically all of the base plug 
electric circuits remain to be checked 
as to the proper connections and to 
the proper amount of load served by 
these circuits. 

“Both Mr. Schofield and Mr. Sweet: 
requested that we start tomorrow 
morning on the eighth floor to make 
a final clean up of this inspection in 
order that the fixture contractor might 
proceed with his work.’ The reason 
electrical tests on different circuits 
were not made was that the electrical 
contracter had not installed the fuses

Aged Inventor Gives 
Views on Prohibition 
and Says He Feels Older 
Than Usual. 


FORT MYERS, Fla., Feb. 11.—(/) 
Emphatic opinions on prohibition, 
disarmament negotiations, science and 
invention were scribbled with a 
stubby pencil here today by Thomas 
A. Edison, the electrical wizard, cel- 
ebrating his 83d birthday and an- 
swering questions from newspaper- 


men. 

Mr. Edison believes that absolute 
prohibition eventually will be en- 
forced in the United States and that 
manufacture of light wines and beer 
in the home through modifications of 
the Volstead act would not aid tem- 
perance. These were the only ques- 
tions given him relating to alcohol, 
but the inventor brought it in when 
he said that the age of fully automatic 
machinery would find the laborer 
with a. home and many new things 
providing alcohol does not intervene. 

Belief that the London disarma- 
ment conference will “arrive at a 
sane compact to limit future trouble” 
was expressed by Mr. Edison, who 
also cautionéd, however, that develop- 
ments in electrical and poisonous de- 
structive elements have not made a 
future world war impossible or im- 
probable. 

The aged inventor, somewhat fail- 
ing in health, but still active and 
alert, answered something more than 
20 questions, emphatically, but ad- 
mitted he could not answer some of 
the more general ones without fur- 
ther thought, adding “you are in a 
hurry now.”

Edison's eyes twinkled And, he wittily 
years, but lately some microbes have 
replied that he “generally felt 50 
spotted m2 and done some experiment- 
ng with my internal machinery, so 
I feel about 85.” 

Mr. Edison, who is recovering from 
a recent attack of pneumonia, ap- 
peared to be in only fair health, and 
although he went through the cere- 
monies with high spirit, retired to his 
home after the unveiling of a plaque 
in his honor, and rested. Rumors were 
circulated that he had fainted after 
his interview with newspapermen, 
but members of the household said he 
had been fatigued by writing out his 
to the questionnaire and 
posing for photographers and had 
merely gone into his living room to 
rest.

tax commissioner, Tuesday announced 
that auditors of the department would 
be placed in the field within the next 
few days to seek out delinquent tax- 
payers. 

Four auditors attached to the tax 
office will be assigned to the task of 
checking the records of Georgia firms 
who are within the purview of the act. 
The auditors are M. M. Sims, S. P. 
Talley, L. 8S. Radford and J. W. 
Twiggs. 

Mr, Norman was uncertain as to 
when they would be placed in the 
field, stating that the returns which 
have been made must first be com- 
piled. It probably will be in about 
af 2 weeks, he said. 

e reiterated his former statements 
that, although he desired to proceed 
amicably in the collection of the tax 
the letter of the law would be en- 
forced. 

“The gross revenue tax differs from 
the majority of other tax acts which 
have been adopted in Georgia. They 
have been more or less cases of pass- 
ing the hat around, as no power to 
enforce the law was prescribed with 
it. The present law is different. It 
has teeth to enforce it, and we in- 
tend to collect as much revenue as 
possible under it. 

“It is particularly important that 
we collect as much as. possible this 
first time. ‘The firms which pay now 
must pay in succeeding years, and 
those which escape now will escape 
payment in the future if they are 
not caught. There is no use in pe- 
nalizing those who obey the law. 

“It will be necessary that we ex- 
act the penalties provided for in the 
law from delinquent taxpayers. The 
penalty is 5 per cent for the first 
month, and 2 per cent for each suc- 
ceeding month. In this, of course, 
those who have not paid through ig- 
norance or mistake will receive con- 
sideration.” 

Mr. Norman’s estimate that $600,- 
000 should have been yielded from 
the last quarter of 1929 was based 
on the returns which have so far been 
made. Approximately 5,200 firms paid 
$325,000. He estimated that 15,000 
individuals or firms within the state 
should have paid the tax, and that 
their payments would bring the reve- 
nues at least to $600,000.

Is Reversed by Court 


The supreme court Tuesday reversed 
a decision of the Fulton superior 
court giving the Bank of Dania 
(Fla.) a judgment against the de- 
funct Farmers & Traders -Bank of 
Atlanta, one of the Manley chain, 
involving $35,000. 

The Farmers & Traders bank be- 
came finsolvent in July, 1926. The 
Bank of Dania filed a claim for $35,- 
000 alleged to be due for money placed 
on a call Joan with the bank. The 
claim was disallowed and suit was 
instituted. 

Two counts were contained in the 
petition, one based on the contract 
between the banks and the other 
alleging that the money was a trust 
fund, It was stated that the plaintiff 
had delivered the money to a third 
bank, the Bankers Brust Company, 
to be placed as a call loan, and that 


the defendant bauk, obtaining the 
money with notice of. the arrangement, 
received it as a trust fund although 
it was entered in the books as an 
individual credit. 

The supreme court held that the 
Farmers & Traders bank had notice 
of the circumstances, and receivec 
the money as a trust fund, reversing 
the lower court’s ruling.

And that’s no lie! Upon the broad 
face of her credentials Georgia is en- 
titled to stand among the original 
front-line states of the Union as proud 
and peerless as any. 

The colony was founded in a spirit 
of unselfish philanthropy by one of the 
great men of his age and of the Eng- 
lish-speaking race. It had the sanc- 
tions of royal grace, religion and hu- 
man benevolence. In those aspects 
it had no precedent—not even in the 
colony bounded by William Penn, the 
immortal Quaker, and now known as 
Pennsylvania—for the mortivations of 
Oglethorpe -vere more impersonal and 
altrnistic than those of Penn. 

That was symbolized’ in the first 
official seal of the province of Geor- 
gia, showing silk worms feeding upon 
a mulberry leaf and bearing the legend 
“Non Sibi, sed Aliis”—not ‘for our- 
selves, but for others! A nobler slo- 
gan for a new adventure in state-mak- 
ing cannot be conceived, 

The early life of the colony was dis- 
tinguished for its democratic frater- 
nity and equalities, for its religious 
psychology, and for that then _singu- 
lar morality which prohibited the pres- 
ence in it of slavery and liquor. So 
th. t historically Georgia was the first 
Anwerican settlement with abolition 
and ‘prohibition fundamental laws. It 
is a really deplorable part of Georgia 
history that her people should have, 
through greed and appetite, have sub- 
sequently departed from those humane

The people of America have never 
realized and appreciated the saving 
work done for them by Oglethorpe and 
his Georgians in meeting and blocking 
effectually the aggresstons of the Span- 
iards of Florida when they undertook 
to conguer Georgia and extend the 
dominion of Aragon and Castile over 
the Carolinas to the Virginia line. 

The battle of Bloody Marsh on St. 
Simon's Island, in which Oglethorpe 
administered a driving defeat to the 
invading Spaniards, was one of the de- 
cisive battles for the establishment 
of Hnglish-speaking people as the 
rulers of North America.

The American’ Telephone &, Tele- 
graph Company is the daddy of more 
than twoscore subsidiary operating

Five years ago the A. T. & T. 
charged a management fee of 4 1-2 
per cent of the gross revenue for its 
Various sérvices, which included law, 
engineering,’ financial accounting, sci- 
entific research and the use of tele- 


phone instruments. : 

But the different public service com- 
missions objected to the charge as ex- 
‘cessive. So the parent company has 
reduced the fee in five years from 4 
1-2 per cent to’1 1-2 per cent. Some 
“state commissions still object to the 
present fee as excessive. 

This percentage is on the gross busi- 
ness. If $100,000,000 is received by 
the telephone company, the parent 
company gets $1,500,000 for its serv- 
ices during the year. 

These management fees help to make 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company which is the real company 
interested in rate cases, powerful, 
prosperous and rich, but its operating 
companies, such as the New York 
Telephone Company, plead for higher 
rates because of poverty. 

This is not an unusnal situation in 
the public utility field. It’s a eus- 
tomary proceeding with most holding 
companies, . 


Holland Reclaims Land. 


Holland is adding 7 per cent more 
to its total national area by reclaiming 
the rich Zuider Zee land of 550,000 
acres, upon which it expects to pro- 
vide an ample livelihood for another 
500,000 people. 

It was Simon Stevin, famous mathe- 
matician, who first suggested the 
reclamation of Zuider Zee. Two 
hundred years went by before any- 
thing was done. ‘Then, after the 
World War, the Netherlands parlia- 
ment voted to begin on the plan 
worked out by Dr. Cornelius Lely, 
drawn up more than 30 years ago. 

Five years ago the work began. 
A massive dike 19 miles long, the 
longest ever conceived, had to be con- 
structed. Thousands of citizens of 
Holland have been at work for years 
on the ambitious project, which will 
cost about $100,000,000. 

It’s not the size of the country, but 
the ability to make great dreams come 
true that counts, not only with in- 
dividuals but with nations. 


Diamond Business Quiet. 

Amsterdam has long been the dia- 
mond cutting center of the world, with 
its é firms employing about 7,000 
skilled cutters. . 

Since November, conditions there 
have been quiet. The big diamond 
orders from the United States began 
falling off then and Amsterdam work- 
ers felt the decline immediately, In 
December working hours in the fac- 
tories there were cut one-half, with 
the diamond cutters in other cities, 
Antwerp particularly, following suit.

French in her home is something that 


'I and other members of our family 


have been expecting for some time, 
particularly since last ‘week when Mrs. 
French called my mother, Mrs, C, W. 
Garmon on the telephone and told 
her that she was going to kill John. 
From time to time she has made simi- 
lar threats against my brother’s life. 

“Insofar as members of the family 
have learned my brother's association 
with Mrs. French dates back six or 
seven years when she and her hus- 
band became friendly with my brother 
and his wife. 

“Early last year my brother met 
a Mrs. Ruth Rogers, who lived in 
the neighborhood of his home, 6¥8 
Cascade avenue. He and Mrs. Rogers 
became friendly and though we re- 


| monstrated with him over the friend- 
ship he continued it. 


“In December of last year my 
brother left his home and took an 
apartment at JBoulevard and East 
avenue. At the same time Mrs, 
Rogers left her husband’s home on 
Cascade avenue.

Undoubtedly 
most of this Reading stock was ac- 
quired by B. QO. during the Oc- 
tober and November stock panic, 
Baltimore and Ohio and New York 
Central each acquired 20 per cent 
of Reading’s stock some 25 years ago 
when 30 to 40 per cent of the out- 
standing stock of any company was 
believed to carry control. In 1926 
when the fight of the eastern roads 
in the proposed division of territory 
began to get hot Baltimore and Ohio 
and New York Central each acquired 
another 5 per cent of Reading's out- 
standing stock to prevent control from 
passing into other hands. With the 
280,000 additional shares’ acquired 
last year Baltimore and Ohio now 
has 60 per cent of Reading’s out- 
standing stock with New York Cen- 
tral as far as is known still holding 
25 per cent.

Two of the terms used in the in- 


}come tax law, namely, “gross income” 
should be noted 


and “net income,” 
particularly, inasmuch as they are 
vitally important to the whole sub- 
ject of the income tax. 

All inconve derived from any source 
whatever, unless exempt from tax by 
law, should be included in gross in- 
come, The gross income of the usual 
merchandising or mercantile business 
consists of the total sales, less the cost 

i geo hep income from 
investments and incidental or outside 
operations or sources. Subtractions 
should not be made for selling ex- 
penses, depreciation, losses, or other 
items not ordinarily used in comput- 
ing the cost of goods sold. 


For example, if the gross sales were 
$50,000, the cost of gooc : sold $35,000, 
and the business expenses, etc., $12,- 
UUU, the statutory gross income is 
$15,000 and the net income is $3,U0U. 
{u this case, if the taxpayer was mar- 
ried and living with his wife, he 
would be- required to file a return, 
although his net income is only $3,- 
000, The return must show the gross 
sales, purehases, and cost of goods 
sold. ‘To reflect income correctly, in- 
ventories ure necessary at the begin- 
ning and end of each taxable year. 


A lawyer, doctor, architect, author, 
clergyman, or other professional man 
must include in gross income all fees, 
salaries, and compensation for profes- 
sional services. 

The revenue act provides that cer- 
tain items shall be excluded from 
gross income and shall not be subject 
to the income tax. Among such items 
are proceeds from life-insurance 
policies, gifts, bequests and devises,

He nofed there were 
three dissenting justices—Holmes, 
B:aindeis and Stone—to the opinion 
of the court which, he said, held that 
the return of 6.26 per cent to the 
railways was low enough to be con- 
fiscatory.

KEEP SYSTEM. 

Mehre and Thomas have stuck to 
the old man’s system in spite of the 
tedious work it involves. It requires 
a certain type of material to make it 
effective. Not always can the mate- 
rial be fitted to the system. When 
the material has to be fitted it means 
a lot of work. It is popularly sup- 
posed to require the work of nine tail- 
ors to make a man. Which gives you 
an idea of what-it requires to fit 22 
men to an intricate and exacting foot- 
ball system. ‘ 

VALUABLE. 

Training of the center is being 
stressed because in the Notre Dame 
system the center is very valuable 
indeed. He is to any team, of course, 
but when a boy has to peer back 
through his legs and watch eight legs 
going through that count and _ still 
toss that ball to the right man at the 
right moment—well,-it requires more 
than the nominal football intelli- 
genee, 

It was always my idea that. it was 
easier to give a center playing under 
the Notre Dame system those play- 
ful knocks in. the noggin than. other 
centers under 6ther systems. .
